Evades Other Questions. 


Although the President continued 
his adroit evasion of third-term 
questions, he hinted at the course 
he would follow if he is “drafted” 
by the Chicago meeting. He empha- 
sized throughout the conference 
that he would remain in close 
touch with Washington whether he 

me-on..the: Government yacht on 
the Potomac or at his home at 
Hyde Park, observing in conclu- 
sion that, after all, he was President 
of the United States. 

He also said that he had no 
thought of sending a message to the 
convention. These meager indica- 
tions were interpreted as implying 
that he would make no public ges- 
ture for or against renomination, 
and that if “drafted,” he would 
base his campaign on the hypothe- 
sis that the voters wanted him to 
devote almost all his attention to 
the international emergency. 

This interpretation was _ given 
weight by the presence of Secretary 
of War Stimson at the press con- 
ference. 


Wages and Hours. 


The reporters, of course, were 
prepared to question the President 
on a third term, but Roosevelt took 
charge of the conferencé from the 
beginning by reading a lengthy let- 
ter from Wage and Hour Adminis- 
trator Philip B. Fleming to the ef- 
fect that the present national de- 
fense program would not necessi- 
tate raising of the “ceiling for 
hours” in the present law. 

The President described the let- 
ter as a rather interesting check-up 
by an independent source. 

Then came a series of oblique 
questions. regarding the third term 
and the Chicago convention. Asked 
if he would take a personal part in 
the convention, the President said 
the question was too difficult for 
him. 

“Will it be an unbossed conven- 
tion?” he was asked. 

Roosevelt said he hadn’t the 
faintest idea, a diplomatic answer, 
since his forces will be in control 
of the nomination and of the writ- 


were bound to the past to too great 
an extent and were influenced too 
much by friendship for persons in 
the school system. 

For that reason, he continued, 
a new board of 12 outstanding citi- 
zens should be drafted. At least 
two members of that board should 
be “nuts on economy,” and at least 
two should be vitally interested in 
education, he said. All should be 
willing to forget sympathy in 
weeding out the unfit from the 
school system, Wurdack empha- 
sized. 


Reasons for Action. 


In making his statements and 
in withdrawing from the special 
committee, Wurdack was _ influ- 
enced by the attempt Tuesday 
night by James J. Fitzgerald and 
John J. Sheahan to bring about 
the re-employment of Henry J. Ger- 
ling, ousted superintendent, and by 
renewed activity as a board mem- 
ber of Richard Murphy, who sold 
“cat and dog” bonds to school re- 
lief funds controlled by Gerling. 

Wurdack disclosed that several 
weeks ago Philip J. Hickey, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Board of Ed- 
ucation and assistant superinten- 
dent in charge of business af- 
fairs, had attempted to interest him 
in “vindicating” Gerling. 

Riding home from a board meet- 
ing with Wurdack, Hickey told him 
that since Gerling had been 
“cleared” by the grand jury and 
had suffered from newspaper 
publicity, the board should “vindi- 
cate him in some way.” Hickey, 
former son-in-law of Gerling, is re- 
garded by several board members 
as the leading spirit in the effort 
to get Gerling back in the schoo: 
system. 

Fitzgerald, too, Wurdack _ said, 
spoke to him on behalf of Gerling, 
telling him that Gerling had made 
“a fine record” as an executive. 
Wurdack said he _ disputed the 
statement because he considered a 
good executive one who surround- 
ed himself with capable assistants.

FIRE, ROME SAYS 


Two British Destroyers 
Also Damaged in Air At- 
tack East of Malta, 


Italians Assert. 


ROME, July 12 (AP).—Italian 
planes set a British aircraft carrier 
on fire and seriously damaged two 
destroyers yesterday in the four- 
day-old Mediterranean air and 
naval battle, the high command an- 
nounced today. 

Asserting that the engagement 
which began July 8 “is not yet 
finally ended,” the communique 
described Italian air pursuit of a 
British squadron of two battle- 
ships, an aircraft earrier and 
smaller vessels convoying five 
large freighters in the Malta re- 
gion. 

“The aircraft carrier, struck by 


a bomb of extremely large caliber, 
stopped suddenly with flames on 
board visible from above while 
several ships speeded to its aid,” 
the communique said. 


Steamer Reported Sunk, 

One of the escorted freighters 
was reported to have been sunk by 
a bomb. 

The bombardment was said to 
have taken place under heavy anti- 
aircraft fire, while the ships were 
steaming eastward from Malta.

Wave after wave of heavy Brit- 
ish bombers blasted military ob- 
jectives deep in Germany last 
night, it was reported by aviation 
circles.

Since Rumania renounced its 
Britisn-French connections, set up 
a government on the Nazi model 
and threw in its lot with Germany 
and Italy, the American colony 
here expressed deep concern over 
what will happen to $36,0C ,000 in 
United States investments and 
$127,000,000 in United States loans. 

Although Bucharest and Boston 
are 4500 miles apart, many ties link 
Rumania and the United States. 

United States Autos and Movies. 

Most Rumanian automobiles come 
from America; each time a Ruma- 
nian makes a telephone call he 
rings up a cash dividend for an 
American stockholder; one of the 
largest oil companies is American 

pwned; most of Rumania’s movies 
are turned out in Hollywood, and 
shops until recently were fu" of 
American magazines, cosmetics and 
gadgets. 

War in the Mediterranean al- 
ready has ended an exchange of 
goods in which $5,000,000 in Ameri- 
can manufactures were sold an- 
nually to Rumania, which in turn 
shipped back about $2,000,000 worth 
of raw materials. Commercial men 
see little possibility of this trade 
returning, for under Nazi domina- 
tion Rumania would gets its auto- 
mobiles, face powder and can open- 
ers from Germany. 

The possibility that Rumania’s 
foreign trade in the future will be 
done on a clearing basis under Ber- 
lin’s domination raises the ques- 
tion of how American owners of 
stock in Rumanian corporations 
will receive their dividends.

SEIZURE NO INSIDE JOB 
NORWEGIAN ASSERTS 


Nazis Spread That Rumor, 
Says Ex-Head of Parliament, 
Arriving in U. S. 


NEW YORK, July 12 (AP).— 
The occupation of Norway by the 
Germans was “in no sense an inside 
job,” says C, J. Hambro, president 
of the Norwegian Parliament for 15 
years. 

“IT can prove that reports to this 
effect were spread by the Nazis 
themselves,” he said in an inter- 
view on his arrival in New York 
yesterday. 

“Nothing demoralizes a people 
more surely than rumors that they 
have been betrayed by their neigh- 
bors, by members of their own 
Government, even by officers in the 
defense forces. Such rumors are 


a most effective Nazi weapon, and 
if my country is anything like oth- 
ers that have suffered the same 
fate, they are largely unjustified 
and untrue. 

“The truth is that there is less of 
a “fifth column” in Norway than in 
any other country. Hitler works 
the fifth-column idea for al] it’s 
worth. He wants to create the im- 
pression that there are thousands, 
even millions, of Nazi sympathiz- 
ers everywhere. 

“It should be remembered that 
we never expected to be attacked. 
We lacked military equipment, had 
no fighting planes, no anti-aircraft 

ns.” 

He said Norway had saved virtu- 
ally all of its merchant marine to- 
taling more than 4,000,000 tons, 
which is chartered to Britain and 
France but still flies the Norwe- 
gian flag. Few of these ships are 
in French hands.

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FAMILY TO MAKE PLEA 
FOR M. L. ANNENBERG 


His Attorney Files Memoran- 
dum. Supporting Petition — 
for Probation. 


CHICAGO, July 12 (AP)—Mem- 
bers of M. L. Annenberg’s family 
today were reported ready to make 
personal pleas on behalf of the 
Philadelphia publisher when his 
motion for probation is heard next 
Monday. 

Annenberg's wife and several of

Annenberg remained silent during 
court appearances which preceded 
his sentence July 1, preferring to 
leave legal arguments and pleas to 
his counsel.

It was accompanied by 
seven affidavits from physicians 
who said imprisonment would en- 
danger Annenberg’s health. 
Annenberg was described in the 
affidavits as suffering from sinus 
and throat infections and a serious 
internal ailment.

the affidavits Mrs. Annenberg was 
described as suffering from heart 
disease. 

The memorandum declared that 
Annenberg, who is 63 years old, was 
sick, that the sentence was “un- 
duly harsh,” and that Annenberg 
had suffered “the tirades, ridicule 
and lashings of the press” for many 
months. 

Annenberg dissolved his nation- 
wide turf information service last 
November after the Government 
charged its operation was a viola- 
tion of the lottery laws.

Board Orders Steel Com- 


pany to Disestablish In- 
dependent Unions, Rein-| 
state 17 Employes. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., July 12 (AP). 
~The National Labor Relations 
Board, in a preliminary decision 
in its longest and costliest case, 
ordered the $125,000,000 Weirton 
Steel Co. today to dissolve inde- 
pendent unions at two plants and 
reinstate with back pay 17 of 300 
employes who claimed they were 
dismissed for union activity. 

At the same time, the board re- 
fused to recognize the CIO’s Steel 
Workers’ Organizing Committee — 
which filed the charges against the 
company—as bargaining agent for 
Weirton’s employes. 

Successfully Fought NRA. 

The decision was based on the 
board’s four-year-long proceeding 
against the company headed by 
Ernest T. Weir, New Deal opponent 
who successfully challenged the 
NRA and has frequently criticised 
administration of the Wagner La- 
bor Act as Government interference 
with business. 

The independent unions which 
the company was directed to dis- 
establish are located at the Steu- 
benville (O.) and Weirton (W. Va.) 
plants. Organized under Weirton’'s 
employe representative plan, they 
were described by the SWOC as 
“sompany unions.” 

The company was also directed to 
“cease physical assaults on union 
employes or inciting others to such 
action.” The decision said that 
“special watchmen” employed by 
the company “roamed the streets, 
trailed CIO sympathizers and as- 
saulted SWOC organizers.” The 
CIO called the watchmen a “hatchet 
gang.” 

CIO Petition Dismissed. 

The board dismissed the petition 
by the SWOC seeking recognition 
as bargaining agent for the 12,000 
employes of the company, main 
junit of the National Steel Corpora- 
|tion of which Weir is chairman. 
The board held the SWOC had not 
established a majority among the 
employes. 

The four-year fight—enlivened by 
frequent and bitter disputes among 
attorneys—started in 1936 after the 
company mechanized its tin plate 
mills and discharged 300 employes. 
The SWOC filed charges with the 
NLRB and the resulting hearings in 
three states—West Virginia, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania — lasted 18 
months, about 700 witnesses being 
heard. Unofficial estimates placed 
total cost of the case at more than 
$1,000,000. 

One NLRB examiner, Edward 
Grandison Smith, quit after ora] 
clashes with company counsel, Clyde 
Armstrong, who later was barred 
from the hearing. Company em- 
ployes hung Smith in effigy. 

The board’s ruling said that Weir 
himself had outlined a “program of 
action against the CIO” in a letter 
to an official of one of the “com- 
pany unions.” 

Other Orders to Company. 

In other points of the decision 
the company was ordered to “cease 
discouraging membership” in the 
SWOC and to “cease maintaining 
surveillance or employing anv 
manner of espionage” to investigate 
the CIO.” 

Before the board’s order is made 
final, the company has 20 days to 
file exceptions and request oral ar- 
guments, and 30 days to file briefs. 

Although the United States Su- 
preme Court ruled in the midst of 
the Weirton hearings that the Ta- 
bor Act was constitutional, counsel] 
for the company argued it was un- 
constitutional if construed to bear 
on the firm’s right to hire, . dis- 
charge or lay off employes. 

The firm’s plant at Clarksburg, 
W. Va., where Weir began his $206,- 
000,000 National Steel business, was 
abandoned several years ago. 
Weir achieved victory over the 
NRA in 1935 when the United States 
District Court at Wilmington, Del., 
upheld his contention that she Gov- 
ernment could not supervise an 
election to determine the bargain- 
ing agent for his employes. He is

RCHIE MOORE, St. Louis 
Negro fighter who is rated 
high among the first 10 mid- 
dleweights of the country, has 
joined the “in bad” elub in far- 
off Australia. Charges that 
his manager palmed off a ringer 
on the citizens of Hobart, Tasma- 
nia, in a- barnstorming effort in 
that city, now being investigated 
officially, are responsible for 
Moore’s plight. 
The Sunday (June 9) edition of 


an Australian paper TRUTH de 
votes several columns to a de 
tailed expose of the affair. ... 
It introduces its story as follows: 

“What must be one of the 
greatest scandals in the history 
of Australian boxing has been 
unveiled following on the much- 
publicized fight between the in- 
ternationally known Negro 
Archie Moore and a_ boxer 
named “Tommy Jordan of New 
Zealand.” 


“The fight was a ‘fake’ in 
that “Jordan” was none other 
than a preliminary boy named 
Frank Lindsay.” 

The details as set forth make 
a strong case in endeavoring to 
prove that “Jordan” and Lindsay 
were one and the same persons, 
. . . And that Lindsay was a 
preliminary boy who had been 
acting as sparring partner for 
Moore. . In their fight Moore

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Italians Ran 


In Sea Battle, 
Pratt Asserts 


British Shells Too 
Much for Foe’s Ar- 


mor—Fascist Ruse 
Failed.

OR almost the first time since 
F the war began, the events of 

the week have been encouraging 
to the British cause. The encourage- 
ment is minor,: more of promise 
than performance, but there it is, a 
fact that does not have to be blown 
up by propaganda. 

That naval action in the Mediter- 
ranean. Whether the Italians start- 
ed it as a raid toward Malta, 
which was answered by a British 
jab from both ends of the Mediter- 
ranean; or whether the British 
made their sweep and some Italian 
ships put out against them is not 
yet clear. Nor does it matter. 
Either way the British took risks, 
recovered a bit of the lost spirit of 
the offensive. which is the only way 
they can keep from losing this war. 

The Italians, then, were out with 
light craft and two second-class bat- 
tleships, Conte de Cavour and 
Guilo Cesare. It would have been 
insanity to pit these ships against 
the three British giants of the 
Warspite class that came relling up 
‘from Alexandria. We may as- 
‘sume, therefore, that the Fascist 
objective was to knock off some 
of the accompanying units of the 
British fleet and to decoy the big 
fellows into range of land-based 
bombing planes. 

Lucky British Hit. 

It is probable that some of the 
British ships received bomb hits. 
It is more than doubtful that the 
damage was serious. (Curiously 
enough, the Germans also started 
aerial naval operations last fall 

‘by “sinking” the Hood and Ark 
Royal with bombs). But even if 
British ships were hit, the Italians 
paid for it, and heavily. They lost 
a good cestroyer, the Zeffiro—prob- 
jably hit at extreme long range by a 
salvo from a British vessel firing 
at the Cavour or Cesare, which 
/would account for the British not 
| knowing they hit the Zeffiro. 

| One of the Italian battleships 
also was hit and, the most striking 
‘feature of the whole action, suf- 
fered 93 casualties. Only one hit 
is claimed, but that one hit must 
have been a real poke. A casualty 
list like that from a single shell 
means that it went right through 
ithe heavy armor somewhere and 
‘cleaned out a very busy interior 
‘compartment—possibly even a tur- 


ret. This means that Italian armor 
is no match for the heavy British 
shells, even at extreme ranges, that 
the British no longer need worry 
about numbers of ships in dealing 
with the Italians as they must be 
careful to outnumber the well-pro- 
tected Germans. 


Italians Fled. 


What happened after that deadly 
hit? The Italians put up a smoke- 
screen and ran. Their stories of 
“pursuing” the British are appar- 
ently based on the fact that after 
Admiral Cunningham gave up the 
chase, the Italians turned around 
end followed them back for a way, 
like a small boy sticking out his 
tongue at a policeman—from a 
safe distance. The Italian story of 
sinking a ship, “probably a battle- 
ship” with air bombs, is the same 
sort of rubbish the Germans have 
been dishing out since the war be- 
gan. This makes 19 battleships the 
Axis: has “sunk” from the air out 
of 15 England had. 

The result of the Mediterranean 
action, though disappointing to the 
British Admiralty, is a score for 
England. So are the results of the 
week’s air fighting up to now. At 
‘Stavanger, it is true, British 
‘bombers trying to break up the 
‘base which the Germans insist on 
ibuilding there ran into something 
llike a disaster when all or most of 
the raiders were downed. 


Raids on England. 

Even the Stavanger episode 1s 
not too discouraging. It tends to 
show that both sides are learning 
a technique of breaking up bombing 
raids directed against the rela- 
tively small targets that sensitive 
points offer. This impression is 
confirmed by the results of the

British Role in Chile. 
When it is pointed out to Chileans 
that large groups of British were) 
among the earliest settlers and that 
the British colony today is also 
very important and influential, 
they immediately remind you that 
there is a vast difference in the 
way the two races conduct them- 
selves. The British group, they say, 
does not interfere in political af- 
fairs. The British do not plot against 
the institutions of the country or 
seek to impose a way of life on 
anybody else. In Chile persons of 
British birth or origin long have 
played important parts in the dem- 
ocratic life of the nation and the 
preservation of Chilean institutions. 
A British nobleman, Lord Coch- 
rane, is one of its greatest naval 
heroes. He and many others helped 
to win Chilean independence from 
Spain. Several Chilean warships 
bear such names as Williams, 
Lynch and Simpson. 
Today the Agustin Edwards 
family is one of the oldest and 
most prominent in the country. 
One of the outstanding institu- 
tions of learnings is the McKay 
School for Boys, of which many 
prominent Chilean personalities are 
graduates. 


Germans in Finance. 

It must be said in all fairness 
that there are many prominent 
Germans of Chilean birth, who 
even if their sympathies are with 
the old country in the present con- 
flict, have served Chile well. Such 
men as Dr. Luis Schmidt, Otto 
Meyerholtz, Chilean banker, and 
Dr. German Max, financial expert, 
long have been among the most 
prominent and influential mative 
Chileans in banking and financial 
activities. 

On the other hand, great num- 
bers of other banks, trading com- 
panies and local business houses in 
Concepcion, Santiago and Valpa- 
raiso are helping to finance 4a 
propaganda drive and maintain the 
Nazi machine. Others occupy Key 
positions in various departments 
of government and military forces.

At 
one time they organized into 
marching clubs and drilled in the 
streets and vacant lots of the resi- 
dential sections of cities until the 
Chilean Government forbade such 
demonstrations.

At the same time native born 
Jorge Gonzalez von Marees, whose 
mother was Chilean but his father 
German, had organ®&ed the Nazi 
party. In fact, the party already 
had participated in one national 
election in which Von Marees was 
one of its two successful candidates 
for Congress. Later the party was 
dissolved following the political dis- 
turbance of 1937 and the leader was 
arrested. But today Von Marees 
is active again and occupies a seat 
in the Chamber of Deputies.

Assume, for the sake of argument, that 


the surrender of democracy makes for 


greater efficiency. Before we are ready 
to make such a surrender, it might be 
well to contemplate the terrible spiritual 
cost—the loss of human liberty, which 
makes the difference ‘between an eco- 
nomic and political robot and a man. 

The state is no god. It is one of the 
necessary institutions developed by so- 
ciety—whose sole justification for ex- 
istence is its service to human beings. 
Only as such can it claim our loyalty. 

America’s right to pride and faith in 
her on the part of her citizens is meas- 
ured by the extent to which she preserves 
the spiritua] foundations on which her 
structure of liberties and obligations have 
been maintained. 

Let us keep alive the constitutional Bill 
of Rights and increase the opportunity 
of every American to cultivate the dig- 
nity that belongs to free men and women.

WHERE DOES WILLKIE STAND NOW? 


The Chicago Daily News printed an unusually in- 
teresting political cartoon by its Pulitzer Prize-win- 
ning cartoonist, Shoemaker, the other day. 

The cartoon shows the elephant and the donkey, 
wearing boxing gloves, in a prize ring, their fisti- 
‘cuffs not yet begun. Each of the pugilists turns a 
| puzzled expression to the ringside, where President 
Roosevelt and Wendell L. Willkie stand side by side 
‘reading a statement of foreign policies, on which 
‘they, according to the cartoon label, see “eye to eye.” 
| The caption of the cartoon is: “They'll have to 
‘fight over something else.” 

_ When this cartoon appeared in the Daily News, 
President Roosevelt had not yet made the hearten- 
| ing declaration of his latest defense message, namely, 
that “we will not send men to take part in Europe’s 
| wars.” So far as the country then knew, his senti- 
‘ments on international affairs were still those of 
‘the man who took us to the brink of war in his ad- 
‘dress at the University of Virginia. 

| And yet Frank Knox, the Republican vice-presi- 
dential candidate four years ago, said through his 
‘paper that on things such as that reckless utterance, 
‘the President and the Republican presidential candi- 
date held precisely the same views. The minority 
leader whom the President had nominated to direct 
the -Navy Department wiped out the thought—or at- 
tempted to—of any difference in outlook between 
Roosevelt and Willkie on our relations to the war. 

The situation has now greatly changed. The 
President has heard the disapproval that welled up 


in the country after his war-mongering address a 
month ago. He has heard it and taken it into sober 
account, For the threat to Mussolini there is substi- 
tuted a pledge that our men will not he sent abroad. 

Where does Mr. Willkie stand? Has he, too, 
heard the great popular outcry against American 
involvement and participation? Is he willing to 
take a pledge against sending American men abroad? 
Or does he still “see eye to eye” with the Mr. 
Roosevelt who spoke the provocative and dangerous 
words in Virginia? 

Does Mr. Willkie still believe, as he said May 28, 
that Secretary Hull should ask the democracies, 
publicly and openly in the name of the American 
people, what help, short of troops, the American 
people can give in the war against Nazi Germany? 

If Mr. Willkie has not modified his position, then 
he is still a strong interventionist. He is where Mr. 
Roosevelt was before the President decided to suit his 
publie utterances to the temper of the people. 

Mr. Willkie will have some catching up to do 
when he returns to the campaign after his vacation 
in Colorado. For he will find that his position on 
foreign affairs leaves him at odds with the people 
as well as with the Republican platform. 

He will find that the President with whom he— 
in the words of Secretary Knox’s cartoonist—saw 
“eye to eye” has responded to the pressure of public 
sentiment. And he will find in all probability, as 
we suggested more than two weeks -go, that the 
anti-interventionist plank of the Republican plat- 
form will have produced a strong peace plank at 
the Democratic convention in Chicago. 

The “miracle man” from Elwood, Ind., may have 
been out in front of a trend before Philadelphia. 
Will he now lag behind manifest opinion on our 
foreign relations? 
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NO OBLIGATION HERE. 

State Representative Paul K. Gibbons, chairman 
of the Knox County McDaniel-for-Governor Club, 
has been repudiated by the Social Security Commis- 
sion for his attempt to apply the “lug” to employes 
of the commission. 

The repudiation was as necessary as Mr. Gibbons’ 
letter calling for contributions was uncalled for. 
Employes of the State Social Security Commission 
owe nothing to Lawrence McDaniel or any other 
candidate for Governor or any other office.

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THE KANSAS PRODIGY. 

When Alf Landon hitched his wagon to the Kan- 
sas City Star in 1936, sitting beside him and shout- 
ing lustily was another Kansan—J. D. M. Hamilton— 
who, like the candidate, was unknown politically be- 
yond the Sunflower State. And everyone knew that, 
if Landon were chosen at the Cleveland convention, 
Hamilton would manage his campaign as chairman 
of the Republican National Committee. 

What everyone knew came to pass. As chairman, 
Hamilton flew high, wide and handsome. Was his air 
mileage ever computed? Never mind. In November, 
the account was rendered. All was lost save honor 
and Maine and Vermont. It was the rout of our 
quadrennial history. The two-party system seem- 
ingly had just about been given its coup de grace. 
Nothing for the elephant to do but sing its swan 
song. Mr. Hamilton would be remembered, if at all, 
as the briefest flash in our competitive pan. So said 
the defeatists as they pondered the omens. 

The omens were all wrong. Instead of diving back 
into Sunflower obscurity, Chairman Hamilton per- 
suaded the Grand Old Party that he was the indis- 
pensable man. He converted a hitherto ungainful 
office into a $25,000-a-year job. And now, though 
ousted from the chairmanship, to which Representa- 
tive Joseph W. Martin Jr. has been called by Mr. 
Wilkie, Hamilton remains in G. H. Q., under the 
title of executive director, with his salary in full 
bloom, unscathed by the mutations.

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NAZI MEDDLING IN LATIN AMERICA. 

Secretary Hull has all the evidence on his side in 
denouncing recent German activities in Latin Amer- 
ica as “intimidation.”

It applies to them 
only if they engage in political activity or civilian 
military activity. It requires names and addresses 
of officers, a statement of aims and activities, copies 
of any literature issued, list of any firearms owned, 
statement of income, etc.—in short, merely informa- 
tion to which the Government is entitled and which 
any open and aboveboard organization will give 
readily. 

If all this is embarrassing to the Bund*‘and the 
Communists, it does not speak very well for their 
affiliations and motives. These organizations would 
not be suppressed by such a law; they would merely 
be exposed to daylight. The Senate should by all 
means follow the House’s example and pass the Dill.

FOR UNDERSTANDING AND TOLERANCE.

HAPPENED to be living in Mexico when

| Villa. To this day, we are being fed great 
i'doses of anti-Mexican propaganda. 

Our education in propaganda moved 
into higher planes. Immediately 
‘after the second election of Woodrow Wil- 
son in November, 1916, the full force of the 
Allied propaganda machine and its adjuncts 
in America began grinding out a fiercer and 
more dangerous hate against the Central 
Powers by producing a new batch of reasons 
why America should crash into the first 
World War. 

Then came the great propaganda built 
around the Russian revolution. I saw the 
revolution at the height of its terror. For 10 
years the world was flooded with stories of 
horror and the collapse of the new Gov- 
ernment. Over and over again, the anti- 
Russian propaganda machine assured us the 
revolution was about to collapse. 

We in America have been taught by propa- 
ganda to hate Hitler with an intensity far 
greater than the hate Europe and England 
held for him. This hate increased until it al- 
most consumed us in its fire. In early Sep- 
tember, I am quite sure that we might eas- 
ily have been swept into the war itself had 
Paris and London been heavily bombed and 
women and children in numbers killed. 

Then the frightening blitzkrieg swept like 
a hurricane across Holland, Belgium and 
even France. Hate from that moment was 
no longer the theme song promoted by the 
propagandists who were moving heaven and 
earth to send us, only a quarter prepared, 
into this war. Fear became their theme 
song.. Fear of Germany and the Axis. Fear 
of an actual invasion of America. Fear that 
if anything happened to the British navy, 
that our shores would be unprotected and 


we would be open to immediate invasion.

I arrived back from the European fronts 
and England only a few days ago. Conse- 
quently, I cannot trace accurately the rising 
tide of this propaganda of fear. I am told 
that it reached its crescendo with the fall 
of Paris and the collapse of France: that 
during the past three or four weeks Ameri- 
ca has got a little better hold on herself 
and her passions; that our invalulable inher- 
ent common sense has saved us from going 
off half-cocked, with nothing but powder in 
our flintlocks. 

I want to see America prepare. I want 
to see uS arm as quickly as we can and get 
ready to resist any and all threats and in- 
vasions.: I want to see us spiritually aroused 
to our international dangers, to arm our very 
souls. And I want to see us prepared to 
resist all propaganda, conscious or uncon- 
scious, innocent or planted propaganda—to 
resist all propaganda that is intended to get 
us into this war. 

During the next few weeks, when the 
world may be called on to witness an air in- 
vasion of Britain that will make all former 
attempts at frightfulness seem but child’s 
play, we must steel our hearts. We must 
understand that we can do nothing about 
it, except to see to it that it will never hap- 
.\pen on this continent.

Thus far, they said, a country- 
wide poll of more than 1,000,000 
WPA workers has turned up only 
four persons acknowledging Com- 
munist sympathies—two in New 
York, one in Detroit and one in 
Philadelphia. 

The poll was ordered under the 
1940-41 Relief Act, which directed 
the dismissal by July 1 of all who 


replied that they were aliens, Com- 
munists, Nazis or advocates of vio- 
lent overthrow of the Government.

CHILD REFUGEES FROM ENGLAND 


Far From Home and Parents, Little Exiles Are Relieved 


By Inez Robb 


NEW YORK, July 12. 
ITTLE Brian Long is terribly 


L glad that people in the United 
States speak English. The 
weight of the world rolled from the 
shoulders of this 4-year-old refugee 
from bomb-torn Britain when he 
made this astounding discovery. 
At the end of his first day here, 
Brian sighed happily: 
“All the people seem to speak 
English,” he said. “I know I’m 
going to like it much better now. 


I understood they only spoke Amer- 


ican.” 

Only then did adults glimpse the 
tragic inner turmoil that assailed 
this little boy, obedient to his moth- 
er’s commands to be brave, as he 
left his own familiar world behind 
him and set out on a strange, sad 
pilgrimage into the unknown. 


This pilgrimage for Brian and 
seven other English refugee chil- 
dren has ended happily: at the 70- 
room Sands Point (L. I.) mansion 
which Mrs. Daniel Guggenheim 
has donated as a clearing house for 
children fleeing the horrors of 
total war. 

There in the midst of a rolling 
green park of 225 acres these chil- 
dren are beginning their forced ex- 
ile from home. They are children 
of lower class English families, the 
welcome forerunner of thousands 
of similar children whom various 
agencies and individuals hope to 
bring to safety in the United States. 

Sturdy, attractive, astonishingly 
well-behaved children, they range 
in age from a divine 13-months old 
boy, Adrian Boshier Jr., with a 
head full of red-gold ringlets, to 
handsome 10-year-old Denis Skilton. 
They are happy and all, except the 
baby, have made some amazing dis- 
coveries about America. 


Why, there is so much sunshine 
out on Long Island that their Eng- 
lish house-mother, Miss Daisy Fitz- 
gerald, lets them go out into the 
sunshine only for brief periods lest 
these children, accustomed to Eng-

In their luggage, 
which consisted of little more than 
a change of clothing, was a poign- 
ant note which read: “This is 
Mary and John Bonney, brother 
and sister. Please, do not separate 
them.

This group of children came to 
America under the chaperonage of 
a slight young woman, Mrs. Adrian 
Boshier, mother of the red-headed 
baby and of twins, two little 3-year- 
old girls, Avis and Anne. Boshier 
is employed in a British munitions 
factory.

Out in this swank section of 
Long Island, private planes are apt 
to fly overhead frequently.

A Deficiency 
Disease From 
Hot Countries

AVING SEEN two cases of 
H sprue and heard of another 

within the last six months in 
the temperate part of the United 
States, I have come to think per- 
haps it is not so rare as is generally 
stated. It has been considered a 
tropical disease, igs common in 
Southern Asia, the Malay Archi- 
pelago, Ceylon and the Philippines, 
Occasionally cases have been re- 
ported from the Southern states— 
from the Gulf region, the Carolinas, 
Georgia and Tennessee. 

The symptoms of sprue are diar- 
rhea, sore mouth, anemia and great 
emaciation. 

A number of theories as to the 
causation have been proposed, 
though none have stuck in the face 
of critical examination. It is gen- 
erally considered as a deficiency 
disease, because of the fact that it 
improves on liver extract, a high 
vitamfm diet and a peculiar ar- 
rangement of diet with low carbo- 
hydrate intake, except for empha- 
sis on certain specific items of diet 
such as bananas or strawberries, 
Unquestionably the condition pre 
disposes to intestinal parasites. 

It has something to do with a 
diet too rich in starchy foods. And 
in the tropics, this kind of a die 
is, of course, the regular thing. 

Visitors to the tropics should be 
warned that if they adopt the al- 
most exclusive carbohydrate diet 
which is customary there they are 
extremely likely to develop sprue. 
Light skinned natives and blonde, 
middle - aged, female Nordics 
among the visitors are especially 
likely to be affected. 

Liver extract, following the 
work of Castle and Rhoads in 
Puerto Rico, is of outstanding 
value in treatment. It should be 
continued for some time after the 
Symptoms have abated: no patient 
in the series of cases studied by 
Miller and Barker’ discontinued 
this liver treatment without suf- 
fering a relapse. 

In diet, various somewhat fan- 
tastic recommendations are made. 
An exclusive strawberry diet was 
once recommended as so effective 
as to be a diagnostic test. A later 
idea is that all carbohydrates 
should be withdrawn from the diet 
except for bananas, which should 
be eaten a dozen or two a day. 
Other physicians do not empha- 
size these points but restrict car- 
bohydrates almost as in diabetes 
and prescribe a diet high in meat, 
eggs, and milk. All fatty and 
starchy foods should be deleted. 


THAT YOU CAN gain weight by 
eating plenty is abundantly dem- 
onstrated im the experience of 
those who used to treat tuber- 
culosis in: the old days when fat- 
tening cures were in vogue. It was 
no trick at all to put a lean, ema- 
ciated patient to bed and by giv- 
ing him three good, hearty, regu- 
lar meals a day, and an eggnog or 
a little extra meal in the middle 
of the morning, the middle of the 
afternoon, and before going to 
sleep at night, to have him put 
on 30 or 40 pounds within six 
months. 

So I know it can be done. What 
the underweight patient must do 
is to steel himself to eating with- 
out an appetite. Remember that 
an appetite is a luxury; it is not 
a necessity. You can eat without 
an appetite.
